of State Chemist J. M. McCandless, in 
which he explained the chemical reasons 
for the great value of cotton seed prod- 
ucts. His address was as follows: 

Kdaward Atkinson, the economist, once 
remarked, that if New England had a 
plant which would flourish there and 
yield a seed like the cotton seed, without 
any lint whatever, tnat she would be- 
come rich and powerful from its prod- 
ucts alom. Doubtless the great and 
thrifty people. who grew “‘wooden nut- 
megs ata profit from tneir infertile soil 
would have waxed fat and prosperous 
from ihe cotton seed and its products. 
With po negro problem to solve and no 
political handicaps, with tnetr best brawn 
and brain devoted to the development of 
their matural resources, they would 
doubtless have developed a resource like 
the cotton geed more rapidly than we 
have done. But with alt tne handicaps 
under which we of the south have la- 

red, we need not be asmamed of the 
progress we have made. csur past record 
is remarkable, our present development 
wonderful, our future expansion must, 
unless all signs fail, stagger credulity and 
ring to us and ours a prosperity and 
Wealth beyond the dreams of avarice.

Pure Food Legislation. 


There is one other point on which I 
would touch, Mr. Chairman, before I 
conclude, and that is the Importance to 
the cotton seed oj] industry of pure food 
legislation. Cotton seea oil has suffered 
much in its reputation from the mere 
fact that it is known as an adulterant. 
Until within: recent years it has been 
sold and used as an acutierant of other 
fats and oils, so that tne public mind 
has become imbued with a prejudice 
|}against it because of tnat fact. The 
only way to remove that prejudice is to 
defend the product, to sel] it on its own 
merits and never to be uasmamed to ac- 
knowledge its presencé in‘a mixture, but 
rather to proudly proclaim it. 

Such a brand name for instance ag cot. 
tolene does that, and the sale of 
compound and the proclamurron of the 
fact that it is made of cotton ofl has 
\perhaps done more to remove the un- 
founded prejudice against cotton seed oi! 
any other one fact in recent his- 
The late sickening and disgusting 
of the Neill-Reynolds report 
offer to the cotton oil industry a great 
opportunity to impress upon the public 
mind the superior merits and cleanliness 
of their products over tnuse which have 
been given.

Your two roads are 
the Southern and the (Central. Your 
rates are 25 per cent more today than 
they were In 1!1883. When James M. 
Smith was at the head of the commis- 
sion he had the rates down. 25 per cent 
below what they are today. (Interrup- 
tion, “Hurrah for Jim Smith.’’) That Jim 
represented the people; this Jim !s tn 
with the other crowd. 

“Tet me tell you what the standara 
tariff was. It was a regular system of 
rate fixed by. the commission for han- 
dling the varfous kinds of freights. In 
1893 those rates were advanced by the 


standard tariff. The reason given was 
that times were hard and that quantities 
of freight were small andthat therefore 
it was necessary. 

“For the past seven’ vears the rall- 
roads have done the dDiggest business !n 
thelr history. T hold !n my mind the 
answer sworn to by J. M. Brown. one 
of the commissioners, in which he swears 
that the Central railroad: cleared last 
year $3,700,000. and that {ts business 
had increased from less than $4.000.000 
In 1893 to over $10,000,000 in 1905: that 
Its net profits had tnereased $1.900.000 
to this year £3,700,000: that {its gross 
business had {fncreased over 100 per 
cent; that {ts net profits. had Increased 
over 100 per cent. Yet your. railroad 
commission sat silently by and did. not 
restore the rates which we had in 1[893. 
[ criticised the railroad commission for 
it. I demanded that they restore the 
standard tariff, taking this 25 per cent 
off of the Central, the Southern, the 
Coast Line and the Georgia Southern and 
Florida. IT told the people at Elberton 
that when the people understood it and

When He Read Howell’s Letter to 
Watson He Was Asked to Head 
His ‘“‘My Dear Judge” Letter 
to McWhorter, and the 
Question Riled Him. 


Villa Rica, Ga. June 23 —(Special. = 
Hon. Hoke Smith spoke here to a large 
Crowd yesterday. For about three hours 
he devoted himself to his usual line of 
abuse of democratic state officials. 

Much of his talk was aimed at the 
members of the state ratiroad commis- 
sion. He said he ‘‘wouldn’t give Tom 
Watson for the entire crowd, with Clark 
and Albert thrown in.” 

He said he was in favor of the dis- 
franchisement of the negro because he 
was a purchasable creature, and then 
he classed democratic conventions with 
purchasab!e negroes, declaring: “I. am. 
opposed to the nomination of State 
house officers by conventions because 
the delegates could be bought by the 
failroads ar men owned by the corpora. 
tions would be nominated, and the peo- 
Ple could not help themselves.” 

The “My Dear Judge” Letter. 

When he had abused Clark Howell for 
Some time, he asked ff thoee Present 
who intended to vote for Clark were not 
ashamed of him. 8S. C. Candler said that 
for one he was not ashamed of the can- 
didate he expected to support. + 

Smith's reply was that he was ashamed 


Of Candler. 


Hie then read Mr. Howell’s letter to 
Tom Watson, and when he had com- 
mented on it for some time Candler 
asked ‘him to read the “My Dear Judge” 
letter. 

That seemed to raise Mr. Smith's tem- 
per, and brought him to his tiptoes. 

Candler asked him if the Hamp Mc- 
Whorter he had been talking so much 
about was not the same “My Dear 
Judge’’ to whom he had written, asking 
for a conference. 

Mr. Smith acknowledged that they 
rere one and the same. 

Joe Brown McBrayer, an earnest pop- 
ulist of Paulding county, was sitting 
near his father and says that when Mr. 
Smith finished he remarked to his father: 

“Nothing new in that speech. He has 
got little rusty on it, as it is about the 
fame thing Tom Watson used to tell 
us four years ago.”’ 

W. J. Hogue, another leading popuiist, 
a member of the executive committee of 
the Farmers’ Cooperative Union, says he 
wouldn't touch Hoke Smith at all; that 
Smith was the bitterest enemy his party 
ever had, and said just as hard things 
about them, a few years ago, as he ig 
saying now about the democrats. ~- 
am going to leave it to you whether Mr.

“There may be a question you asked 
me that | did not answer. If there was 
one I did not answer, it was overlooked. 
Now let me read you this letter of Mr.
